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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The drawings don't have any reference numbers. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification doesn't include any reference 
numbers that indicate what the two foam blocks are in reference to. It isn't clear as to 
how the two blocks are connected. It isn't clear as to what to blocks make up the one 
block. It isn't clear in how the smaller foam block is attached to the larger foam block 
as, shown in figure 3. It isn't clear how the foam blocks support the scrotum. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-4, it isn't clear if the two foam blocks form a single foam block. It isn't 
clear how the two foam blocks are connected. In claims 1-4, it isn't clear as to what the 
curved angle is in reference to. In claims 1-4, it isn't clear as to which end is the front 
of the foam block and which end is the back of the foam block. 

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sachse, Simmons '386, Simmons '398, Laser and Nalbandian 
each discloses a scrotum positioner.
